The loss of Malith Wiek shook MBA deeply. 

We were shocked by the senselessness of It all. In 
the six years that he worked at MBA, we came to 
know Malith as one of the kindest, gentlest, most 
peaceful beings most of us had ever encountered. 
How could anyone knowingly do him harm? As a 
Sudanese Lost Boy, he had fled a country torn apart 
by the violence of civil war. To have survived those 
circumstances, to have come halfway around the 
world to start a new life, only to have It taken away, 
just like that-it seemed like a cruel joke, one that 
had us asking fundamental questions about meaning, 
fairness, and fate. 

But most of all, we miss Malith. When we lost him, 
we lost a friend, a colleague, and a beloved member 
of our community. In his six years at MBA, he had 
grown close to us. He became a part of us. The fact 
that future generations of MBA students will never 
get to know him, will never get to see his famous 
smile or chat with him in the locker room after a 
game, is a tragedy in and of itself. 

In the days following Malith’s death, we shared our 
memories of him, and the one thing that always 
seemed to come up was his smile, that brilliant, ha- 
bitual flash of white with which he greeted us every 
single day. But, as seniors Andrew Fletcher and Luke 
Colbert pointed out during Malith’s memorial ser- 
vice, that ever-present smile was more than just a 
mere expression of his cheerfulness. Malith’s smile 
was a manifestation of his fundamental approach to 
life. He had no doubt seen many hard things in his 
life, probably more than most of us can even Imag- 
ine, and yet despite all that, he still approached life 
with joy and celebration. 

But because Malith’s spirit will live on, he’ll never 
actually be gone. At the assembly held on the day we 
learned that Malith was gone, senior Andrew Phil- 
lips said that we should remember how much Ma- 
lith loved us. And it’s true; he loved us very much. 
Maybe we did not get the chance to let him know 
how much we loved him when he was alive, but it’s 
now that we get the chance to love him back, to give 
back some small part of what he gave us. 

And so, honoring Malith Wiek means more than just 
remembering how friendly he was. It means that we 
must carry on his spirit. When we say “keep smil- 
ing,’’ It doesn’t just mean “act happy.” It means that 
we should keep living the things we learned from 
Malith. We must honor him every day, by treating 
others the way he treated every single one of us, 
every single day: with kindness, compassion, and un- 
derstanding. 

And so, In the same spirit of joy with which he lived 
every day of his life, we dedicate the 2010 edition of 
The Bell to Malith Wiek.

Malith was also known as Malit, Malick, Malicke, or just Tiny. 
When we butchered his name, he would just smile and say, 

“Mr David, it's okay; it's all me!" 

He went from being a Lost Boy of Sudan and giving up every- 
thing we take for granted: home, family, country, freedom. 
When he escaped and came to America, he regained those 
things. 

Lost, and found. 

After coming to America he came to work at MBA. He spoke 
little English and was hesitant to converse. He often misun- 
derstood instructions. But he worked to improve his language 
skills by watching old sitcoms on TV Land and listening to talk 
radio, and was enrolled until the end in English classes.l knew 
he had gained confidence when he telephoned me for the first 
time. It took me a minute to realize who was calling me with 
such rapid-fire speech. I had to stop him and tell him to slow 
down. "Speak Southern." 

But it was his broad smile and engaging laugh that made 
that big body shake that was his best communication tool, 
winning over all he came into contact with. I cannot honestly 


remember an encounter with Malith where he did not smile 
and laugh, and I bet you can't either. 

We thought it would be fun to get him to dunk a basketball. 

He could reach up and place the ball in the goal but when we 
told him to jump he seemed not to move. He had a vertical 
leap measured in centimeters! 

Because of his height he had always been able 
to grasp what he was reaching for and never 
learned how to jump. And he did that here: 
grasping all he reached for, one goal at a time. 

One morning I had arranged to pick him up at the house where 
he was staying in West Nashville. I arrived at the house only to 
find that Malith had already left, walking to MBA. I followed his 
likely route until I saw him, running down White Bridge Road. 
After he got in the car he told me that in Sudan he ran ev- 
erywhere, many times running more than 60 miles in a day. 
When he came to work one Monday morning proudly flash- 
ing a new license, we were skeptical. Somehow over the 


weekend he had ended up with a driver's license: from Kansas! 
He bought a car and proceeded to run into or over every- 
thing. He almost took out a gas station and pumps. He hit 
my van with the golf cart. Twice! But he was determined to 
get better. And through practice he improved his skill to 
the point that he could move the buses back to the shed at 
night. And he coached Ambachew on how to drive the ga- 
tor, patiently working with him until he gained confidence. 

Lost, and found. 

He was keenly interested in everyone here and delighted at 
your accomplishments. There was not a bigger fan of MBA 
anywhere. He deeply cared for "his boys." When asked if he 
missed his native country and family, he replied: "I have my 
community and my church and MBA. MBA is now my family." 
And now he has been taken from our midst. 

Lost, but only to us. And found, for the very last time.

On the benefits of climbing: Climbing is a great way to relax and 
relieve stress, a welcome reprieve from all that busy school work! 
Climbing has stuck with me through these years, and has really 
been one of the things I find myself holding on to to keep sane. 

On the sport’s reputation: People that don't think climbing is a 
sport obviously have never been climbing or haven’t seen serious 
climbers going at it. 

Favorite place to climb: My favorite outdoor place would 
definitely be Rocktown, GA. The quality of rock there is truly 
amazing. It’s awesome being outside and getting in touch through 
nature, and some of the rock forms are incredibly beautiful. My 
favorite problem would probably be one called Croc Bloc (V5). 
Although not very difficult, the problem goes up a considerably 
high boulder with small holds. The hardest move (for me) consists 
of jumping to an ok hold and letting your feet cut out from 
under you. 

Why you should try it: Above all, climbers embrace everyone 
warmly and surround fellow climbers new and old alike in a totally 
genial atmosphere. And being surrounded by such makes one 
want to do the same towards others.

1 . 

It’s not about how fast you 
climb, or even how far. It's 
how hard you can climb. 
Routes are rated according 
to difficulty. Roped climbing 
employs a decimal system: 
5.6 would be an easy climb, 
for example, and 5.15 would 
be insanely hard. 


2 . 

There are different kinds of 
climbing. Bouldering involves 
no ropes; climbers place 
"crash pads" beneath them 
where they’re likely to fall. 
With roped climbing, there 
are two major kinds: sport 
and traditional, with the 
former requiring bolts to be 
drilled into the rock. 


3 . 

Climbers are supportive 
and encouraging. Most 
climbing is non-competitive. 
As senior Mike Gedelman 
says, "Climbing is a social 
sport. People will help you 
figure out problems or cheer 
you on as you climb, even if 
they don't know you." 


4 . 

Anyone can climb. You don't 
have to have any special 
skills or be in amazing shape 
to get started: just about 
anyone can climb the easiest 
routes or problems at a gym. 
You can be taught how to 
climb and belay safely-take a 
chance and try it out! 
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Respect. Dedication. 
Communication. Cooperation. 
Determination. Domination. 

Those six words, chosen by the MBA 
Crew team members, served as the row- 
ers’ mantra throughout their inaugural 
season. And according to coaches Brandy 
Sherwood and Leslie Husted, the MBA 
rowers took those words to heart. 

Indeed, this year’s squad proved them- 
selves on the water in its debut season: 
the Fall Crew team posted impressive 
times at its three fall head races, the

Coach Sherwood gives most of the cred- 
it to the determination and dedication 
of her rowers: “These guys have such a 
strong Internal drive,” she says. “They 
have a fire within them that makes it fun 
and easy to coach.

That might sound like a lot of pressure, 
but the MBA rowers say that the em- 
phasis on teamwork Is also exactly what 
makes being a rower worth It.

Which production are you proudest of in all your time at MBA? Fahrenheit 451. The designing for that show-or the first concept, the drafts that I first drew out, were 
in March maybe, or April.

When did you start playing music?

Award-winning ACE team earns national recognition 

The Architecture, Construction, and Engineering Mentor Pro- 
gram-ACE for short-is an after-school program that gives students 
a hands-on introduction to architecture, construction management, 
and engineering. ACE is for students who are interested in designing 
and building almost an/thing-from schools, museums, stadiums, and 
concerts halls to bridges, tunnels, shopping malls, and parks. 

This year’s MBA team, which was represented by Galen Bullington, 
Hunter Guye, and Tom Bu, partnered with students from DSN and 
Stratford. Students met after school and received guidance from 
faculty sponsors David Deutsch and Chris Bullington, as well as team 
leaders Anna Barnes and Claire Wallace from the architectural firm 
Gresham, Smith and Partners. 

Out of 1,000 high schools from around the country competing, our 
team received Best Presentation Boards national recognition for the 
project The Art of a Shipping Container (a sustainable riverfront 
museum in Nashville). In addition, two of our team members (both se- 
niors from USN) received $2,000 scholarships. $36,000 was awarded 
among the 16 high schools participating in ACE from the Nashville 
area. 

The ACE team was honored April 29 at the annual awards banquet 
hosted by MBA. Mayor Karl Dean spoke, and emphasized the positive 
impacts ACE has made on the city’s priorities for education, public 
safety, and economic development. 

Lastly, the MBA ACE team would like to thank Jim Womack, Sherie 
Guye, and Catharine Hollifield for their support for ACE this year.

MBA team wins state 



This year’s Science Olympiad team brought home its second-ever state title, earning 
them a trip to Nationals at the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign, where they 
placed 32nd, the team’s best performance ever. According to team members, the trip 
to Illinois was long, boring, and filled with cornfields, but things got more exciting upon 
arrival at the competition. MBA’s team was "actually the least nerdy group of students 
there.’’ Apparently, the group from Mississipi dressed up like Southern Belles, and one 
of the teams from Texas brought a longhorn mascot. 

The Science Olympiad organization describes their competitions as being "like 
academic track meets, consisting of a series of 23 team events in each division." Some 
of these events differ every year. Because of the variety of events, a truly successful 
team needs to have depth-because everyone has to contribute, a team can’t get by on 
just a few geniuses. 



Seth Akers-Campbell took some time to speak to The Bell about this year’s 
competition. 


How long have you been participating in Science Olympiad? 

I’ve been on the team since the seventh grade. 

What exactly is the competition? 

There are a lot of different events, like Chemistry Lab, Physics Lab, Cell Biology. 
Some of the events are academic, some are labs. Some of them are building 
events— this year, for example, we have elevated bridge. The competition is divided 
up into something like periods, and there are a certain number of events per period. 
So there are some events that you can’t do. And that’s what really makes teamwork 
important-teams that have a lot of strong members will end up doing the best. 

What’s the practice/ training like? 

A lot of the events I’m in, most of my preparation comes from the classes I’ve 
already taken. But some of them, like the academic events, you get a book and just 
study it. 

Considering the fact that you already have plenty to do at MBA, what makes 
Science Olympiad worth it? 

It’s a really fun weekend— we tend to prepare a lot less than other schools, but then 
we end up doing just as well as they do because we just know our stuff better. We 
do take it seriously, though. The freshmen tend to be really enthusiastic and do 
the building events, but then the seniors who know a lot of science take the more 
academic events. So it ends up working out really well.

MBA Cross Country claims state title 

Under beautiful, sunny skies and with the support of an amaz- • 
ing crowd of students, teachers, and parents, the MBA Harriers 
claimed first place In the TSSAA Cross Country State Champion- 
ship. Michael Peters led the way for the Big Red, as he had all year, 
finishing third overall. Peters was closely followed one place back 
by Ryan Hill, returning to racing for the first time since mid-Sep- 
tember. Hayes McCord, in a gutsy and competitive performance, 
finished seventh, with Daniel Peters right on his heels In eighth. 
Andrew Powell finished twenty-first; Alex Smith finished twenty- 
third (running in spite of a probable stress fracture), and David 
Dalton, running in his fourth state meet, finished twenty-ninth. Mi- 
chael Peters, Ryan Hill, Hayes McCord, and Daniel Peters earned 
All-State honors, and MBA romped to the team title with McCallie 
In a distant second place. The championship was the culmination 
of many months and many miles, and many people beyond the 
seven runners who raced helped make this championship possible. 

The team will certainly relish its third ever state title, but with six 
of the top seven runners returning, the Harriers already have an 
eye on repeating in 2010. Run, Red, Run!!

Q& A: Junior Ryan Hill was out for part of this season due to an injury. He came back in full force at the state meet, though, finishing fourth overall with the Big 
Red’s second-best time, and ultimately being a key player in MBA’s state championship victory. He was kind enough to answer some questions for The Bell. 


What are you proudest of this season^ 

I speak for everyone in saying that we are most 
proud of our state championship. That doesn’t 
just go for the varsity guys either, because we are 
a deep team and therefore rely on everybody to 
push those in front of them. There was even some 
jockeying for spots on the top seven at times, 
which is more evidence of our depth. Everyone 
had the best attitude about the season as well. 

We knew we were contenders for the title back in 
the summer, and consequently everyone adopted 
an intense mindset. Winning state was our season 
goal, and bringing it to fruition felt indescribably 
satisfying. It’s one thing to taste victory, but antici- 
pating it all year and then succeeding is completely 
different. 

What was the most memorable moment this 
season^ 

The most memorable moment was easily the 20 
minutes immediately following the end of our state 
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championship race. I have never seen anything like 
the mob of fans we had supporting us that day. 
That screaming, flag waving, chest painting, honey 
bun-frying mass of Big Red was truly one of the 
most inspiring things I have ever witnessed. We 
knew they meant business after the start of the 
race, armed with giant flags bidding us to run our 
hearts out, and they only allowed us about 30 
seconds to recover post-race before lifting us off 
the ground and turning state into a dance party. 
We are all indebted to their support that day; they 
put all the other fans to shame. 

What makes cross country athletes different 
from other athletes at MBA? 

I won’t make any claims about which sport is 
hardest, because in reality most MBA athletes 
are working as hard as they can at what they do. 
Distance running is different, however, because it 
is counterintuitive to just about every other team 
sport at school. Our training really seems like a 


method of punishment to most guys, but we love 
it. I don’t mean that every guy lives and breathes it 
like Michael Peters (a.k.a Slow Lorris), but we all at 
least enjoy a brisk, long, unpredictable run through 
the park. Running also has a social component 
that other sports lack, because you can really get 
to know somebody if you run with them for an 
hour. Most importantly, it is something you can do 
wherever, whenever you want. 

What kept you going throughout the season? 
Besides our aspirations for state, the biggest 
driving force for us was competition among team 
members. Again, because of our depth, even our 
best guys aren’t necessarily guaranteed spots on 
varsity. This results in decent runners turning into 
fantastic ones, which propels the whole team. In 
addition to that healthy dynamic, though, there is 
just something about pushing yourself to a physical 
and mental limit that can be addicting, and luckily 
all of our top guys have caught this bug.

In the next game against 
Maplewood High School the team staged an 
incredible fourth quarter comeback victory after 
a successful onside kick, but experienced a key 
loss on defense with a season ending injury to 
Tee Griscom, a senior leader. Then in the third 
game against Ensworth the Big Red lost the 
game after quarterback Luke Colbert suffered 
a severe neck injury. Without these key players 
and with the season now in full swing, the 
Football team experienced some close losses 
to Independence, Battle Ground Academy, and 
Brentwood Academy, but they did however beat 
Father Ryan, Baylor, and McCallie which clinched 
a playoff birth. The first playoff game gave the 
Big Red a chance for redemption against BGA 
who beat them on homecoming. In this match-up 
MBA was victorious even mercy ruling BGA. In 
the Quarter-Finals the Big Red faced their biggest 
rival, Ensworth. After the beat-down Ensworth

put on them in the thirdgame of the season hopes 
were not high for a win. However, against all 
odds the Big Red were able to put together an 
amazing last drive for the game winning field goal 
to triumph over Ensworth! A spark seemed to be 
lit in the Big Red and they traveled to BA for the 
Semi-Final game where in double overtime MBA 
once again triumphed at the last second. Revenge 
tasted sweet for the Big Red who were far from 
satisfied with their three playoff wins against 
teams who had beaten them in the regular season. 
Finally the cold day of the State Championship 
came where no one expected MBA to be after 
game three. Unfortunately the Big Red suffered 
a devastating loss to Memphis University School 
and became the Runner-up State Champions of 
Tennessee. Although the season did not end 
the way they wanted, the Football team and the 
rest of the school were proud to have overcome 
such adversity and to have gotten revenge in 
the playoffs against the teams that had beaten 
them during the regular season. The coaches 
and the players gave this season their all and left 
everything they had out on the field, and the fans 
never gave up on the Football team and were not 
disappointed in being crowned State Runner-up.

WHAT MAKES

Russ Anderson weighs in: 

Tennis players experience something no one else does. I will 
quote Andre Agassi from his book Open, which describes how 
tennis players are different from every other athlete. "Tennis is 
so lonely. Only boxers can understand the loneliness of tennis 
players— and yet boxers have their corner men and managers.

In tennis 
you’re on an island. Of all the games men and women play, ten- 
nis is the closest to solitary confinement, which inevitably leads 
to self- talk."

Q&A with Andrew Powell, head Riddler: 

How did the club get started? What made you think this up? 

The idea for Riddlers was born in 7th period AP Stats my sophomore year as most of the class would hang out in Dr. Shack’s 
room during the second half of lunch. I have always been a fan of brain teasers and whenever I came across a good one I would 
share it with the class. Dr. Shack would join in and we all had fun exchanging riddles and logic puzzles, and the idea for an orga- 
nized "Riddlers’ club came to me because I thought more people might like to be involved. Dr. Shack graciously agreed to sponsor, 
he and I met a few times to plan the club, we set up our table at the activity fair, over 40 people signed up, and the "Riddlers" that 
we now know and love came to be! 

How many times did you meet this year, and what did you do during those meetings? 

We met about 10 times, as we tried to meet once every few weeks, and those meetings would always feature a "Challenge 
Problem" which is a hand-picked riddle from my reserves which involves some intense (and thus, fun!) mental gymnastics. I would 
send these out to the club in advance so they could think about them and then during the meeting we would eat some donuts, 
have a demonstration of the riddle, and discuss it - how it is solved, different ways of thinking about it, how it ties into some of the 
other problems we have talked about - and then try a few similar, smaller problems. 

Why do you think there was such involvement in the club? 

The Riddlers involve a lot more than just math - it's about logical thinking and creative problem solving, so there’s very little 
number crunching. I try to make it as fun and interesting as possible, because, after all, that is the whole point of the club. Even so. 
the popularity was surprising, which I think is a testament to the type of students at MBA and how they enjoy using their brains 
- some kids like to cause problems, others like to solve them! Also there was a core group of hardcore Riddlers in the Junior/ rising 
Senior class who made up the majority of the club. Although we did not branch out as much as I would have hoped this year, 
there are a number of board and card games involving strategy which I want the club to discuss and play, such as Spades. Clue. Go, 
LeBron, and Settlers of Catan • just as a few examples of the sort of activities in store for Riddlers club ’10-’11l

Zach Sternberg, president of JAG, has a lot to say 
about the club. That’s because he believes in it, cares 
about, and devotes a lot of time to it. The dedication 
and zeal of its president is just one of the many rea- 
sons that the Jewish Advisory Group at MBA has blos- 
somed this year into an even more active and popular 
club than it has been in past years. Zach took time 
out one day to talk to The Bell about the mission and 
background of the club. 

"JAG definitely has a purpose, and that is to reaffirm 
the Jewish identity in a predominantly homogenous 
white Christian environment. And it’s really impor- 
tant because if these kids don’t have that strong sense

of self and self-pride regarding their religion, then 
they’re a lot more susceptible and vulnerable to off- 
color comments and actions.

So last year we did the Hamantaschen sale 
for the first time. We got together on a Sunday, as

Advanced Placement Studio Art is the culmination of an 
artist’s study at MBA. The class is designed for students 
who are seriously interested in the practical experience 
of art. AP Studio Art is not based on a written examina- 
tion; instead, students submit portfolios for evaluation at 
the end of the school year, the portfolio consists of three 
components: Quality, Concentration, and Breadth. 

AP Art at MBA is demanding and challenging, requiring 
an intense amount of focus and dedication from each art- 
ist-early in the year, students must choose a concentra- 
tion for their portfolio and produce a number of works 
dealing with that subject. Because of this focus, the artists 
must delve deeply into their work and the ideas behind it, 
pushing themselves artistically, intellectually, and theoreti- 
cally. 


“For my AP Concentration this year the medium I would like to focus on 
would be pencil drawings. I believe I will be able to capture the subject 
matter the best with graphite pencils. I also plan to experiment with 
mixed media pieces. I will draw from the techniques of J. D. Hillberry; I 
like the way his pieces show extreme detail and I believe my work looks 
best when it is specific.

As a result, hundreds of millions of 
Chinese people are disheartened, 
disillusioned, and distraught. It is 
this juxtaposition of inane hope for 
a better life with profound sorrow 
that I attempt to portray through 
my art. Moreover, I also try to illu- 
minate the disintegration of Chinese 
culture in that China has become a 
mechanistic and materialistic country 
whose people have forgotten the 
spiritually rich ways of the past. I see 
art as an integral part of life because 
it enables me to express my views, 
emotions, and passions through 
visual mediums: it is always interest- 
ing to watch spectators observe 
and interpret my work, and I can 
only hope that they, too, can see 
the messages I have tried to ingrain 
in them." 


"Most of my artwork focuses on 
China's national development within 
the last couple of decades. Although 
China is growing economically at an 
exponential rate, the harsh reality 
is that the majority of its population 
still lives in poverty. This faqade of 
progress is no better embodied than 
by the impressive mega cities, such 
as Beijing, Shanghai, and Hong Kong. 
While opportunities for education 
and personal betterment have 
increased during the last couple of 
decades, this improvement is mostly 
localized to urban dwellers. In the 
rural areas of China, education 
and hope remain elusive luxuries: 
people in the countryside dearly 
want to receive good educations 
in order to raise themselves out of 
subsistence farming, but seldom do 
such opportunities currently exist. 


"For my AP Art concentration, I have selected the Seven Deadly Sins as the theme. Because 
the Sins have been used thousands of times over the years as a focal point in a piece of work, I 
realized I needed a fresh view on them to make them relevant and not cliched. For that reason, 

I have decided to illustrate how the Seven Deadly Sins, once believed to be damning acts, have 
become accepted into our society in the 21st Century. Over the last millennium, the Sins have 
slowly infiltrated culture: the idea that sex sells (lust), fast food restaurants on every street 
corner (sloth), people who live in huge houses (greed), cosmetic surgery (vanity), etc. I think it is 
very interesting that these ideas have become an accepted part of our culture."

From the musical to the Shakespeareathon to the 
student-directed one-acts, it seems like the The- 
ater Department at MBA never rests. Ever/ single 
production takes countless hours of rehearsal, prep- 
aration, and setup, and yet there’s no shortage of 
MBA students eager to devote those hours to the 
theater, despite the conflicting demands of athletics, 
academics, and a social life. The Bell was curious: 
why? Why are so many students so dedicated to 
theater when they already have so much else to do? 
Why are they willing to get an average of five hours 
of sleep a night during tech week, and all for a play 
that will run for only three or four days? 

For one thing, theater allows MBA students to have 
a kind of experience they wouldn’t otherwise get. 

“Through theater, the barriers to discus- 
sion of important issues are broken.” 
- Matt Moynihan 

Junior Drew Lonergan explains that theater "brings 
diversity, variety, and a way for students to ex- 
press themselves in ways they otherwise would not 
show." Senior Matt Moynihan agrees: "At a school 
like MBA. ..it is important to consider larger issues 
than those that arise in such a unique and specific 
community as a deep-south, private, all boys, college 
prep high school in Nashville. Theater brings discus- 
sion of human interaction, international issues, po- 
litical issues, and psychological aspects that is often 
avoided for the sake of political corectness or of 


avoiding awkwardness. Through theater, the barri- 
ers to these issues are broken. It is important that 
we let our guard down every once in a while and 
embrace vulnerability." 

Senior Sam Moxley points to the collaboration 
necessitated by theatrical productions as a reason 
for the popularity of MBA’s theater program. He 
says that theater "brings different people together, 
makes them think, teaches them how to work and 
deal with other people on their terms, therefore 
giving them life skills." When asked what made all 
the time and effort demanded by theatre worth it, 
Moxley responded, "The people make it worth it, 
they all-for the most part-care about what they are 
doing, and it makes me think about issues and topics 
that I wouldn’t otherwise think about. It also makes 
the classics-Shakespeare, Marlowe, Kafka and oth- 
ers- easier to understand and grasp." 

Leave it to Matt Moynihan, though, to sum up the 
appeal of theater most eloquently: "Well, if you 
don’t count the adrenaline rush of performing in 
front of crowds, the satisfaction of successfully bring- 
ing words to life, the ego boost of becoming anoth- 
er person, the sense of accomplishment watching a 
show develop from first readthrough to strike, or 
getting to befriend the highest caliber of people on 
and off stage. ...without those.. .then I suppose the 
after-show reception serves a great punch."

Cast and crew bring Bradbury’s dystopian thriller to life 

Performed November 19-22, 2009, directed by Dr. Cal Fuller, and bolstered 
by the incredible lighting design of Zach Sternberg, Fahrenheit 451 was a 
triumph for the theater program at MBA. Dalton Fouts, Matt Moynihan and 
Daniel Smith took the leading roles and were supported by a hard-working 
and capable cast and crew. 

Written in 1951, Ray Bradbury's thriller takes place in a dystopian future 
where critical thought and individualism are banned. The protagonist, Guy 
Montag, works as a fireman burning books, in accordance with the law in a 
state where firemen start fires rather than put them out. His life changes 
irrevocably, however, when he encounters a unique, free-thinking young girl 
named Clarisse and a retired English professor named Faber. 

The consensus among both cast and audience members was that Fahrenheit 
was one of the best shows MBA had ever put on. Sam Moxley stated, 

'Out of the 13 or so shows I have been a part of, I would have to say that I 
am proudest to be a part of Fahrenheit 451 because of the over commitment 
and dedication that every one of the cast and crew had." Lighting Designer 
Zach Sternberg added, "The product of all the hard work was a world of light, 
video, and sound that was truly spectacular and almost inconceivable in a high 
school theater." Sophomore Eric Walsh called it "easily the most unique play 
ever performed at MBA." 

Prior to the play’s performance, Belauthor Ray Bradbury’s publicist contacted 
Dr. Fuller to send the cast Mr. Bradbury’s best wishes. He also sent the school 
an autographed copy of the book now on display in the library. Besides being 
a successful production, Fahrenheit served to spark discussion in other parts 
J of the school-the play took place close to National Banned Books Week, and 
the MBA Library used the play as a springboard for discussion of censorship 
and celebration of banned books.

Concerning the 
difficulties of playing such a complex 
villain as Shylock, Smith said, "It was very 
difficult at first to get into character. 

I was so used to playing either wise 
old men (Fahrenheit 451) or paranoid 
absurdists (jack, or the Submission). I 
had never attempted a real villain, so 
becoming Shylock was difficult at first. 
After a while, I got used to it. As for 
qualms, I tried my best to embrace the 
character, and once I ’became’ Shylock, it 
was infinitely easier to sympathize with 
his plights.

Net- 
terville injected himor into his role as the 
Prince of Aragon, a disappointed suitor 
to Portia. 


Jackson Rich also provided comic relief 
through his role as Launcelot Gobbo, a 
bumbling and incompetent servant of 
Shylock’s.

MBA Theater brings brings humor and energy to 
Shakespeare’s controversial play 


MBA Theater’s production of Shakespeare’s controversial "com- 
edy” took place on February 25 -28, 2010. With Chris Goodrich 
as Antonio, Matt Moynihan as Bassanio, and Daniel Smith as the 
scheming moneylender Shylock, as well as several MBA and Har- 
peth Hall students in supporting roles, the cast and crew of Mer- 
chant helped make this adaptation of the Bard’s play a success. 

Director Malcolm Morrison’s casting and direction of the play was 
quite intentional. He explains, "People have used this play and ma- 
nipulated it in many ways over the centuries. For instance. Hitler 
used to play the Merchant of Venice, but of course, he had Shy- 
lock as a big, hook-nosed, evil villain. And then other people have 
played it in business suits, to show that it’s an allegory of Wall 
Street or whatever. But I didn’t want to do that-l wanted to make 
it straight down the line a thing about respecting other people’s 
race, creed, culture, or whatever. Which is why it was played in 
straight costume. And that’s also why there were so many mixed 
relationships in the piece. I wanted to show that we’re all equal in 
some ways, I suppose." 

Daniel Smith, who played Shylock saw a similarly universal theme 
in the play: "Mr. Morrison cut a vast majority of the play’s racist 
remarks so that the play would be primarily one about love, 
money, and revenge. Certainly this approach eased the anti-Semit- 
ic tensions that would have been difficult to deal with otherwise. 
Because the play then became one of revenge, Shylock’s humili- 
ation at the end becomes more justified, but at the same time it 
is very much tragic since the audience is able to sympathize with 
Shylock. Ultimately, I perceive Merchant as a play in which every 
character is flawed."

I The MBA Debate Team brought a dogged eloquence to the 2009-2010 debate season 
in both policy debate and extemporaneous speaking, often victorious amongst a highly 
competitive field of elite national high schools. With the longest season of any team or club 
at MBA, beginning in August and running through the end of June, the team stayed the 
course and again qualified at least one entry to all 3 national championship tournaments in 
both the policy and extemporaneous divisions. With our senior debaters and speakers mov- 
ing on to attend an impressive slate of colleges and universities next year, including Oxford, 
Stanford, Dartmouth, UNC, Notre Dame, and University of Illinois, we will cherish the 
lasting impact they’ve left in the debate building and the record books. 

Highlights of the year for the debaters include 1st place finishes at Wake Forest Uni- 
versity, Georgetown University, and Georgetown Day School Tournaments (all by seniors 
Campbell Haynes and Hershel Mehta), as well as first place at the Lexington High School 
tournament in Lexington, Massachusetts (first year debaters John Mellow and McKay Proc- 
tor). The whole squad banded together to help seniors Haynes and Mehta qualify for and 
compete ferociously at both the Tournament of Champions National Tournament in Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky and the National Forensics League National Tournament in Kansas City. 

The extemporaneous speaking team competed all over the country and also earned some 
impressive accolades. Senior Aaron Lutkowitz capped off an impressive high school career 
by winning the Yale University Invitational among a field of over one hundred nationally 
competitive entries. Lutkowitz and sophomore Karthik Sastry also reached the Semifinals 
at the prestigious Heart of Texas Invitational in Dallas. The team showed its depth when 
it mattered most, qualifying speakers for each of the four slots to compete at the NFL 
National Tournament in June. It is the first time that MBA has qualified speakers for every 
possible position. 

’ After a successful year, the team looks forward to a summer of debate camp and a new 

season next year, where the policy debaters will debate whether the U.S. should reduce its 
military presence abroad in such countries as Iraq, Afghanistan, and Japan.
